C-)lonol Fred D. Grant haa publish 


m the North American Eeviaw for De- 
cember, Rome extracts from the corre- 
spondence between hi« fatlier and Ganr- 
ral Halleck after ibu ciipluro of Fort 
Douelvcn. 'ILay diricU-sc no secrets, hut 
they are iijtoreetuiK moruorialB of 
the 


well known fact that Grant narrowly 
missed removal as a reward for his first 
remarkable victory—a victory which, as 
we now see, indicated the very qualities 
of promptness, resolution and resource 
to whiob bo owed BO much of his later 
success. 
Halleck believed that C. F 


Smith was a bettor general than Grant, 
and 
endeavored not 
only to 
give 


him the ohiet credit for the full of Don- 
olson but even to hare him promoted 
over the haad of his commanding officer. 
Smith was a fine soldier and a loyal sub- 
ordinate; no misunderstanding ever oc- 
curred between him and his chief; and 
his death soon afterward put a stop to 
Ealleok's plan. It did not, however, 
mollify Halleok's dislike and distrust Of 
Grant, which continued unabated to the 
very last. 


One can not read tho official corres- 


pondence, between Grant and Hallaok 
witbont a feeling of contempt for the 
latter.

Buckuer soon 
learned that ho had a man of extraordi- 
niry pertinacity against tim and the 
"unconditional surrender" note settled 
the question for Buckner, and he gave 
Donelson to Grant But after all this 
was dune, Halleck telegraphed McOlel- 
lan: "General Smith by his coolness and 
bravery at Fort Donolson when the bat- 
tle was against UH, tamed the tide and 
carried the enemy's works. Make him a 
major-general." General Smith did do 
much to win Donolson, but his scheme 
to place Smith abova Grant did not suc- 
ceed. Both were promoted, bat not in 
tho way Hallecfc wanted it dona. Honor 
was given to whom honor was due, and 
in sii weeks came Stnloh with Grant in 
command. This led to the Vicksburg 
campaign 
and its 
marvelous 
suc- 


cess—a success that probably never 
would have been won had Halleck been 
pprmitted to crush Grant as he desired. 


Great changes sometimes take place 


in tho affaire of men. Grant in duo time 
became commander of all the armies of 
the United States. Halleck was called 
from the west to Washington, He never 
got command of on aimy. When ;Grant 
was made lieutenant general, Halleck 
never got beyond the position of chief of 
staff to Grant, and there he remained till 
the close of the war, having plenty of 
time on his bands to ponder on the use- 
leBSness of a man making a fool of him- 
self simply because ho has au opportun- 
ity.
